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2. CHECKLIST: 

KOREA - URGE CONTINUED EFFORTS TO IMPROVE IAPAN-KOREA 
RELATIONS. 

MIDDLE EAST - WE WISH TO WORK WITH JAPAN TO AVERT 
EFFORTS TO EXPEL ISRAEL FROM THE UN GENERAL ASSEMBLY. 

ENERGY - THE MINIMUM SAFEGUARD PRICE IS AN ESSENTIAL 
ELEMENT OF THE IEA PACKAGE. 

3. NOTES ON PRESS ARRANGEMENTS: THE PRESS WILL TAKE 
PHOTOGRAPHS BEFORE THE PARTY ENTERS THE MADISON ROOM FOR 
LUNCH. 

4. SCENARIO: AFTER HIS MORNING MEETING WITH THE PRESIDENT 
THE PRIME MINISTER WILL RETURN TO BLAIR HOUSE. HE WILL 
DEPART FROM BLAIR HOUSE AT 12:55. YOU WILL MEET HIM AT THE 
DIPLOMATIC ENTRANCE AT APPROXIMATELY 1:05 AND ACCOMPANY 

HIM TO THE JAMES MONROE ROOM. THE PRESS WILL BE PERMITTED 
PHOTOGRAPHS AT THIS TIME. APPROXIMATELY 1:20 YOU AND YOUR 
GUESTS WILL GO TO THE MADISON ROOM FOR LUNCH. FOLLOWING 
THE LUNCH TOASTS WILL BE EXCHANGED. THE LUNCHEON WILL CON- 
CLUDE ABOUT 2:20. 

THE PARTY WILL THEN MOVE TO THE SIGNING CEREMONY FOR THE 
ENVIRONMENTAL AGREEMENT, WHICH WILL TAKE PLACE ELSEWHERE 
ON THE EIGHTH FLOOR (SEPARATE MEMORANDUM TO BE PROVIDED). 
FOLLOWING THE CEREMONY YOU WILL ACCOMPANY THE PRIME 
MINISTER TO THE DIPLOMATIC ENTRANCE FOR HIS DEPARTURE. 

5. SETTING: WE BELIEVE THAT MIKI MAY WISH TO TAKE 
ADVANTAGE OF THE LUNCH TO DISCUSS IN SOME DETAIL HIS 
VIEWS ON SUCH ISSUES AS JAPAN-KOREA RELATIONS AND THE 
MAJOR MULTILATERAL ECONOMIC QUESTIONS. MIKI, WHO IS 
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IDENTIFIED BY THE JAPANESE PUBLIC AS HAVING A STRONG 
INTEREST IN JAPAN- ARAB RELATIONS BECAUSE OF HIS 1974 TRIP 
TO THE MIDDLE EAST AS DEPUTY PRIME MINISTER, MAY WISH 
TO OBTAIN FROM YOU A PERSONAL STATUS REPORT ON EFFORTS 

FOR A MIDDLE EAST SETTLEMENT. 

WE RECOMMEND THAT YOU TAKE THE OPPORTUNITY TO REINFORCE 
MIKI’S UNDERSTANDING OF THE US POSITION ON ENERGY. MTN, 

AND GRAIN RESERVES. AND TO APPEAL FOR A PROMPT DECISION ON 
AID TO EGYPT. 

6. ISSUES/TALKING POINTS: 
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A. KOREA. WE REMAIN FIRM IN OUR COMMITMENT TO THE 
SECURITY OF SOUTH KOREA AND THE MAINTENANCE OF STABILITY 
ON THE PENINSULA. WE SHARE YOUR BELIEF THAT KOREA TS OF 

CENTRAL IMPORTANCE TO THE SECURITY OF IAPAN. 

WE HOPE YOU WILL PERSIST IN YOUR EFFORTS TO IMPROVE 
RELATIONS WITH SOUTH KOREA. 

B. MIDDLE EAST: OUR EFFORTS TO MOVE ARAB-ISRAELI 
NEGOTIATIONS FORWARD ARE CONTINUING. WE ARE COM- 
MITTED TO FURTHER PROGRESS, HOPEFULLY WITH A SECOND 
INTERIM AGREEMENT BETWEEN EGYPT AND ISRAEL TO BE FOLLOWED 
BY CONTINUED NEGOTIATIONS ON OTHER ASPECTS OF A PEACE AGREE- 
MENT. 

I URGE A PROMPT IAPANESE DECISION TO CONTRIBUTE $100 
MILLION TOWARD THE $1 BILLION EMERGENCY AID PACKAGE FOR 
EGYPT THIS YEAR. 

WE WANT TO CONTINUE WORKING CLOSELY WITH JAPAN TO TRY TO 
HEAD OFF MOVES BY THE RADICAL ARABS TO GAIN THIRD WORLD 
SUPPORT FOR ISRAEL'S EXPULSION FROM THE UN GENERAL 
ASSEMBLY THIS FALL. 

C. ENERGY: THE US STRONGLY OPPOSES ANOTHER HIKE IN 
OIL PRICES. BUT THE PRODUCERS WON'T TAKE OUR 
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OPPOSITION SERIOUSLY UNTIL THE INDUSTRIALIZED COUNTRIES 
ACT TO REDUCE THEIR LONG-TERM DEPENDENCE THROUGH CON- 
SERVATION AND THE DEVELOPMENT OF NEW SUPPLIES. 

THE MINIMUM SAFEGUARD PRICE IS AN ESSENTIAL PART OF THE 
IEA PACKAGE DEAL WHICH WE WILL NEED TO WORK OUT BY 
DECEMBER 1 . 

WE ARE EXPLORING WAYS TO MEET JAPAN'S CONCERN ABOUT 
ACCESS TO ENERGY INVESTMENT. 

D. GRAIN RESERVES SYSTEM: BOTH POLITICALLY AND 
PRACTICALLY, THE PROBLEM OF FOOD SECURITY WON'T GO AWAY. 

WE MUST MAKE RAPID PROGRESS IN ESTABLISHING THE INTER 
NATIONAL SYSTEM OF NATIONALLY HELD GRAIN RESERVES NOW 
UNDER CONSIDERATION. 

WE PLAN TO WORK CLOSELY WITH YOUR GOVERNMENT IN DEVELOPING 
THIS SYSTEM; WE HOPE JAPAN WILL BE FULLY INVOLVED IN 
ELABORATING IT AND WILL PARTICIPATE IN IT AS A KEY 
MEMBER.

PROPOSED TOAST FOR SECRETARY'S LUNCH FOR PRIME MINISTER 
MIKE 

MR. PRIME MINISTER, IT GIVES ME GREAT PLEASURE TO WEL- 
COME YOU ONCE AGAIN TO WASHINGTON AND TO THE DEPARTMENT OF 
STATE. SINCE WE LAST LUNCHED TOGETHER IN THIS BUILDING A 
YEAR AND A HALF AGO, YOU HAVE ASSUMED NEW LEADERSHIP 
RESPONSIBILITIES. PERMIT ME TO CONGRATULATE YOU ON YOUR 
ELECTION AS PRIME MINISTER. 

WE GREET YOU AS A VERY OLD FRIEND OF THE UNITED STATES. 

YOUR ASSOCIATION WITH THIS COUNTRY GOES BACK MANY YEARS TO 
1929, WHEN YOU FIRST VISITED THE UNITED STATES, AND TO THE 
EARLY YEARS OF THE THIRTIES, WHEN YOU WERE STUDYING AT 
THE UNIVERSITY OF CALIFORNIA. SINCE THEN YOU HAVE VISITED 
HERE MANY TIMES AS A REPRESENTATIVE OF YOUR GOVERNMENT. 
SECRET 
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FROM THE BEGINNING OF YOUR CAREER IN PUBLIC LIFE YOU HAVE 
HAD A CLEAR VISION OF THE IMPORTANCE OF FRIENDSHIP BETWEEN 
JAPAN AND THE UNITED STATES. WE HAVE COME TO KNOW YOU 
AS A WARM FRIEND AS YOU HAVE MOVED THROUGH VARIOUS 
MINISTERIAL ASSIGNMENTS TO THE PINNACLE OF JAPANESE 
POLITICAL LEADERSHIP. 

MR. PRIME MINISTER, YOU COME TO WASHINGTON AT A TIME 
WHEN JAPAN-US RELATIONS ARE PARTICULARLY CLOSE AND 
UNBURDENED BY SIGNIFICANT PROBLEMS. THE BILATERAL ISSUES 
WHICH TROUBLED US A FEW YEARS AGO HAVE BEEN AMICABLY 
RESOLVED. OUR CONSULTATIONS ON A WIDE RANGE OF ISSUES OF 
MUTUAL INTEREST HAVE BEEN GREATLY INTENSIFIED IN RECENT 
YEARS, AND WE HAVE REACHED A TRULY REMARKABLE DEGREE OF 
POLICY HARMONIZATION. IN FACT I BELIEVE THAT IN THE 
CENTURY AND A QUARTER SINCE THE INITIATION OF DIPLOMATIC 
CONTACT, US-JAPAN RELATIONS HAVE NEVER BEEN BETTER. YOUR 
PRESENCE HERE TODAY, TOGETHER WITH THE PRESIDENT S VISIT 
TO JAPAN LAST YEAR, AND THE EAGERLY ANTICIPATED VISIT OF 
THEIR MAJESTIES, THE EMPEROR AND EMPRESS, IN OCTOBER 
BUTTRESS THIS BELIEF. 

WE CAN TAKE GREAT PRIDE IN THE CORDIALITY AND DEPTH OF OUR 
RELATIONS. AT THE SAME TIME WE ARE ON BOTH SIDES 
ACUTELY AWARE OF THE RAPIDITY WITH WHICH THE WORLD IS 
CHANGING AND THE NECESSITY FOR ADJUSTING OUR POLICIES TO 
ACCOMMODATE THESE CHANGES. THE INCREASING INTER- 
DEPENDENCE OF THE WORLD IN THE ECONOMIC SPHERE REQUIRES 
SYSTEMATIC AND COORDINATED CONSIDERATION OF GLOBAL 
PROBLEMS SUCH AS ENERGY, WORLD TRADING ARRANGEMENTS, FOOD 

SECURITY, AND RELATIONS BETWEEN LESS DEVELOPED AND 
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DEVELOPED COUNTRIES. IT IS ESSENTIAL THAT THE 
INDUSTRIALIZED DEMOCRACIES WORK TOGETHER FOR THE SOLUTION 
OF THESE PROBLEMS. FORTUNATELY THE SUCCESSFUL PATTERN 
OF CONSULTATION BETWEEN JAPAN AND THE UNITED STATES 
IN THE BILATERAL DOMAIN IS BEING BROADENED TO ENCOMPASS 
CLOSE COLLABORATION IN THE SOLUTION OF MULTILATERAL 
PROBLEMS. THIS COOPERATION HAS CONTRIBUTED SIGNIFICANTLY 
TO THE PROGRESS ACHIEVED IN THE PAST 18 MONTHS IN THE 
FIELDS OF ENERGY AND FOOD AND IN THE ORGANIZATION OF THE 
SECRET 
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TOKYO ROUND OF TRADE NEGOTIATIONS. I AM CONFIDENT THAT 
OUR INITIAL SUCCESS IN WORKING TOGETHER ON MULTILATERAL 
PROBLEMS WILL CONTINUE AND THAT IT WILL PROVIDE A MODEL 
FOR OTHER INDUSTRIALIZED COUNTRIES. 

GENTLEMEN, I ASK YOU TO RISE AND JOIN ME IN A TOAST TO 
THE VISIT OF THE PRIME MINISTER AND TO THE CONTINUATION 
OF THE REMARKABLY CLOSE TIES BETWEEN OUR TWO PEOPLES.
